THIS WAS A MAN 



Yesterday afternoon hundreds of mourner*, from the hum- 
West freshman down to McGiU's Principal, bowed their heads for 
a few moments, saying their last farewells to the mortal remains 
of one dear to them, Dr. James Harkness, twice Acting-Dean of 
the Faculty of Arts, beloved professor of many students, of this 
day and of the days gone by. The end of a life had come and as 
we listened to the beautifully solemn strains of the Dead March 
In Saul we could not help but think of the lines written by the 
Master Poet, Shakespeare: 

"Lifes but a walking shadow, a poor player 
That struts and frets his hour upon the stage 
And then is heard no more." 
Yes, that is what we are, players in the greatest drama and 
some day, even to-morrow, the curtain will be rung down and we 
shall pass on to that "undiscovered country from whose bourn 
no traveller returns." But now the play is on and we, the actors, 
must take our parts. We cannot sit in the stalls and look on. That 
is not living. We must throw ourselves into our work and play 
on and on until our lines arc ended and we are withdrawn forever, 
-our roles being taken by those who come after. At present we, 
• as undergraduates, arc mere supers and our parts but little. We 
say but few words, and they are weak, and we move along the 
^. back of- the stage, practically unseen and unsung. But the day is 
jtcoming when some of us must fill the gaps left in the ranks of 
those who are to-day in the heavy roles. We know not what parts 
we shall be called upon to take ten years from now — that is in the 
hands of trie-great director. Destiny — but these arc days of prep- 
aration and study, important days, for we are forming ourselves 
for what is yet to come. 

Yesterday the University mourned, while the remains of one 
-were consigned to the gentle bosom of Mother Earth. And yes- 
j terday. a man. in death, taught his final lesson — how to act our 
parts in this never-ending play. Dr. Harkness is now one of the 
players, who had his "hour upon the stage" but the. world is bet- 
ter because of his life and wc, young understudies, can learn much 
from men like the Dean who have played their parts and played 
them well. 

Dr. Harkness has finished but would that we could do 
well as he, for 

"His life was gentle, and the elements 
So mixed in hirn that Nature might stand up 
And say to all the world, "This was a man."

was therefore recognized, as soon as 
definite plans were made for the 
establishment of the League at the 
Peace Conference that It should in- 
clude a. permanent staff drawn from 
as many countries as possible. Sir 
Eric Drummond was appointed "Sec- 
retary General" a.nd ho in turn chose 
Sir Herbert Ames, who had become 
known from coast to coast as the 
Organizer and first Hon. Secretary 
of the Canadian Patriotic Fund, as 
tho first Financial Director of the 
League, and tho latter appoinrcd John 
Bieler us his "personal assistant" on 
tho latter's return from overseas in 
the summer of 1019. 

The Secretariat of tho League of 
Nations is subdivided into a number 
of sections dealing with the various 
questions referred to tho League by 
tho Covenant. The duty of the Fin- 
ancial section is to prepare the bud- 
get, to collect the contributions due 
from the Sta'tcs members of tho 
League, to make all payments, and in 
general to supervise the expenditure.

Granting, Sir Lomer Oouin and the 
Hon. Mr. Graham. The League has 
naturally great, difficulties with 
which to contend. When it was form- 
ed it was expected that it would bo 
handed over to a stable world, estab- 
lished on a comparatively solid basis- 
but notwithstanding the conditions 
with which it Has been faced since 
it:; inception, it can point out a num- 
ber of definite achievements. It can- 
not be expected that the world, all 
of a sudden, can be changed by the 
introduction into international poli- 
tics of an instrument such as the 
Covenant of the League of Nations, 
but it should be the aim of all think- 
ing men to spread the idea oî inter- 
national co-operation without which 

the League can not hope to make 
real headway.
